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financial policy of the city 
inaugurated and ably supported by the Board 
of Aldermen and the acting Mayor, has re- 
stored the credit of our city and made it re- 
spectable. We have not approved of all that 
has been done, but every important and vital 
measure has met our hearty support. The 
slight differences of opinion, as to the expe- 
diency or propriety of this or that action, did 
not justify withholding our earnest support in 
sustaining the city government, since its 
officers eyinced a firm and resolute spirit in 
building up our dilapidated resources. The 
monthiy expenses of the city have been re- 
duced one half, and its incomes have been 
enlarged. Ihe value of city scrip has appre- 
ciated one hundred per cent., the highest 
evidence of capacity and integrity in those 
who control it which can be given, and the 
true test of financial ability. But taking it 
for true that the credit of the city is beyond 
danger, we have something 
say about the action of the city 
with the wharf-boats. A 
former Board of Aldermen passed a reso- 
lution requiring their removal; that resolu- 
tion is unrepealed, and not modified. It is 
the duty of the Mayor, the oxecutive offi- 
cer of the city, to exeente it, unless he be 
prevented. by the Board, Itis folly to say to 
the St. Louis Packet Company you can have 
ten days, or twenty\days’ time to protect 
yourself against the results of this resolution; 
the order for the removal of the wharf-boats 
must be enforced, or repealed, or changed. 
Certainly, Acting Mayor McDavirr has 
nothing to do but enforce it—he has no dix 
eretionary power to use. The Board’s duty 
is equally plain; let the Mayor enforee the 
order, or the Board repeal it. If you have 
grave doubts as to the wisdom of the 
measure—if you have arguments against 
it—if you haye reasons for its abroga- 
tion—let them be known, not by subterfuge, 
and evasion, but openly and to the poipt, 
We are governed in the discussion of this 
matter by one consideration alone—thed jrect 
interests of the city of Memphis.

DearR Sik: Having seen a statement in the 
papers that you have been ‘elected President ofa 
conadiidated line of railway been Norfolk and the 
Tennessee border, and that a steamer had just 


arrived at Norfolk with a valaable cargo from 


Liverpool, I venture to address you upon the im- 
portance and feasibility of making your city the 
great commercial mart of the uth Atlantic 
States,as New York is of the North Atlantic. 
Some time lust year, I wrote to your Mayor upon 
this topic; but, as no answer was received, it is 
robable my letter never reached him. Various 
neentives prompt us to the necessity and advan- 
tages of building up our Southern seaport cities; 
not the least prominent of which is the political 
importance to flow fromit. If our own cilies did 
our own importing and exporting, population and 
wealth would flow to theni; and they and the 
country around them would reap reciprocal benefit. 
Had Norfolk a population of one or two hundred 
thousand, with its fair proportion of the commerce 
which the productions of the South have always 
created, her political iniportance would be felt by 
by the country generally; and so of any other 
Southern city. This is exemplified in every North- 
ern and Western State, where al! the large cities 
have their political influence, May not the South yet 
win back prosperity and power? For these her 
cities and rural districts should jointly struggle. All 
we now make agg through the hunds of 
strangers—througb other agencies than those of 
ourown people. The exchange and handling 0! 
our valuable commodities are in the hands. of 
cities in the Northern States, serving to build 
them up with the wealth which we could as wei! 
retain if we would but adopt the measures proper 
tothat end. The census reports of 1860 furnish 
abundant proof of theumple resources of the South 
ern States toward reer. | up Southern cities. 
Indeed, from the earliest days of the American 
colonies, to this good hour, the South has always 
been foremost in the exports of the country.

How grandly do the resources of th“ South loom 
up in National importance when this tab.° 48 
amined! How siguificant a lesson is here read to 
intolerant New England, when she sees that, by 
destroying the labor system of the South, she not 
only creates thousands of paupers for Govern: 
ment protection, but she has also cut down her} 
own manufacturing interests many million dol- 
lars annually! Indeed, so valuable bas been this 
cotton of the Southern States, that, in 1857, the 
London Economist stated that two-thirds of the 
commerce of Great Britain was based ou Ameri- 
can cotton. Its production built ships, sunk coal 
and iron mines, multiplied machinery, and 
entered into more of the wants of life than any 
other one article on the globe. The value of the 
machinery used in its manufacture, in England, 
exceeded that of all other machinery combined. 
Nor has the South been backward in producing 
other essential products, In 1860 the thirteen 
slave States produced 442,000,000 bashels of corn, 
while the North produced but 397;000,000; or, the 
South produced 37 bushels for every one of her 
population, while the North produced but 2] 
bushels. The South raised two sevenths of the 
wheat crop; seven eighths of the tobaceo crop; 
six sevenths of the hemp; four fifths of the beans 
and peas; and all the rice and sugar, and nearly 
all the sweet potatoes. Inthesame year, the North

They were doing their duty 
toward developing its resources. From 1850 to 
1860, New York doubled her lines of railreads, but 
Virginia trebled hers. Pennsylvania built 1,700 
miles in that time. Tennessee built 1,200. The New 
England States built 1,200 miles, The Carolinas, 
Georgia and Florida, 3,700 miles. , 

In that time, New York expended, on railroads, 
$65,000,000; Virginia expended $52,000,000; the New 
England States, $51,000,000; and the South Atlantic 
and Gulf States, $105,000,000.__—.. 

Facts like these might be multiplied, all going 
to show the Seeniy of the South to build up her 
own cities. Norfolk has the best harbor on the 
Atlantic, and her railroad connections now reach 
to Memphis, on the Mississippi river. With mod- 
erate tariffs, she should contro} all the export pro- 
ducts grown within reach of these connections, 
Just now, she finds two populous and wealtby citiee 
in the Ohio Valley as desirous cf making her their 
gea city as Memphis ia, Cincinnati is about 
twoé hundred miles nearer to Norfolk than to New 
York; and ig her papers, and those of Louisville, 
are any index of the wishes of their people, they 
certainly evince a desizg to see Norfolk a 
rival of New York for the export apd import trade 
of that great valley.

Deak Sir: In justice to myself, no less than 
as a matterof respect to your most valuabie and 
interesting letter, under date of the 15th of De- 
cember last, it is proper not only thatI should 
ap ologize for, but explain my apparent negiect in 
the matter. 

Your letter found me overburdened with the 
work of reorganising the affairs of our Virginia 
and Tennessee Railroad Company, the direction 
of which I had just assumed, and the diffieulties 
which had been crowded upon the new adminis- 
tration of this corporation, have so completely 
engrossed ny attention, that for the moment, the 
duty which I now undertake to perform, escaped 
attention. 

I did not, however, fail to make good use of your 
interesting letter upon several oecasions immedi- 
ately subsequent to its receipt, and at once con- 
ferred with some of our most distinguished citizens 
as to the propriety of holding such a convention 
as you suggested. 

It was the concurrent opinion of all that the 

time had not yet arrived when such a move—fulli 
of so much good fruit, as we conceiye, to every 
interest we have in common with the great section 
of the country to which you refer—ought to be 
made. It was believed that in a day not far dis- 
tant, sucha convention of the most distinguished 
citizens, representing,the interest involved, might 
be held at the city of Norfelk, with results ad- 
vantageous to all, 
resolution, and, although Senators may couscien- 
tiously believe that be was wrong in his action 
regarding the formation of new Stue Govern- 
ments, yet they must admit that there sre no 
express provisions in the Constitution for recon- 
struction, and that the President had a right to his 
own opinion, more especially as peace had not 
been fully restored, and the necessity for prompt 
action was pressing. Honesty, and integrity of 
motive, must, in charity, be presumed in such a 
case. | 
The argument of facts and figures which you 
have so ably presented is: conciusive of the vust 
interest which the people of the Mississippi and 
Ohio valleys have at stakein the establishment 
of foreign trade at Norfolk, as well as ofthe un- 
questionable ability of these trade valleys to 
accomplish that object; and we have only to unite 
upon the purpose to secure the result; and to this 
end the agency of such a convention a3 you pro- 
pose eannot but be effective. It would give 
shape to the movement and direction to public 
opinion. 
{t wasin this noble purpose, and in view o fthese 
important interests toour people, that the States of 
Tennessee and Virginia originally undertook the 
construction of the line of railway from Norfolk 
to Memphis, and the facilities which are now af- 
forded by this line of an unbroken guage for the 
transportation of tunnage leaves nothing remain- 
ing to be done bat the direction of our energies, 
and the proper appropriation of our resources, to 
inaugurate a system of direct trade whose iuflu- 
ences would be at once felt throughout this entire 
line and eyery section within its reach. The ad- 
vant which would accrue to Memphis, for 
illustration, from such relations with Europe—en- 
abling the merchants of that city to make ship- 
ments direct on through bills, granted at theirowg 
railway station—would at onc? accelerate the de- 
velopment of that city. 

To secure the consummation of such relations, 
the movement you suggest Would be of grees value, 
not only as heretofore said in giving direction to 

ublic sentiment, but of shaping our railWay pol- 

ey tothatend. Thereisno reason why the mer- 
chants of Memphis should not enjoy the peiviiege 
of shi ng on through bills, granted at their own 
city, for Liverpool, and,in turn, the advantage of 
importing in like manner, direct bond, 
need merely co-operative action, and the great o 
ject is accotwnplisbed.
